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NO UNIVERSAL PENNY POST. 

Postul roforms gonorally take a long time to 
bring about, and it was on ly to be expected thes 
tho proposal for univereal punny postago would 
bo rejected at the sitting of the Rome Congress. 
That it would be a great advantage to the whole 
world caunot be guinsuid, but in some of the lesa 
industrial countries it might involve a con. 
sideralle loaa to the Government. Internal 
penny postage has only juat been introduced in 
France, and it dooa not yet exist in’ Russia, 
Maly, or Spain. ‘In tho latter country, indeed, 
the postal arrangements ate somewhat peculiar, 
not to say harnssing to those who are scons- 
tomed to the precision of the British offices, 

Tn the first placa, stamps are not to be bought 
4t a past-ofliry, but at a tobacvouist's. In the 
secoud, anyone who wishes to sond a telegram 
naterolly goes to the post-office, and is there 
instracted (hat ho must go. to the apecial tole- 
eraph-oies, which ig invariably ot the other end 
of the town, Having arrived there, ho asks 
for a form on which to write. his Mhovsage, and 
is (old that thess ave only obtainab'e at the post- 
eflice, He returns to the post-office, writes Lis 
teewage, and duly brings it to the telegraph. 
office; but his teoubles are not yat caded. If ho 
har ilo stamps, be must satly forth again to the 
fobaceouist's, ux a telegram cannot be paid for 
4u coin, but only with stamps, . 

The vagaries of the Spanish post-office tind 
other means of venting themselves. A tax of 
whalfponpy ix chimed on tho delivery of all 
tottors pand for this two reasons are piven. 
‘The official view is that itis to cover a def 

cy in the recoipta; the popular one is that, 
When the postal service was flest introduced in 
Spain, tho postman, if it wax an amosually hot 
day ‘or the delivery was a heavy one, fond 
human patave not eyual to the task, and quietly 
dropped some of the redundant tetters into a 
rating or Damed them in the seclasion of his 
home. Complaints arose: “and now before he 
sturdy onton his rounds his letters are counted, 
and on his return ao equal numbor of half. 
pennies mast by produced. The postman ia 
Spoin, Lke the rest of us, must pay for his 
lusuies and if he fools fazy now, it. makes a 

invoad cu his not too enormous nolary.
